New Brockton Council works in harmony

The members of the New 
Brockton Town Council were com- 
plimented by Mayor Britt Lee at the 
conclusion of Monday night’s 
monthly meeting. 

The mayor expressed his appreci- 
ation to the council for the “good 
cooperation” that he has experi- 
enced during the past two years. 

“It’s good to work together in har- 
mony and not have any problems,” 
said Lee. 

The council exemplified that 
cooperativeness by wasting little 
time in moving through Monday 
evening’s meeting agenda which 
took just over thirty minutes. 

The major item of business was 
the decision to purchase a new 
patrol car for the police department. 

Councilman Ron McMonagle 
told the council that $10,000 had 
been placed in the budget to go 
toward the purchase of a police car. 
He recommended that a Crown 
Victoria be purchased. The payment 
plan being looked at consists of an 
initial down payment of $5,000 plus 
about $1,000 to transfer the equip- 
ment (radios, camcorder, etc.) from 
the oldest car to the new one. The 
cost of the vehicle is $19,950 with 
an interest rate of 6.9 percent. 

The council voted to purchase the 
car and to look into the possibility 
of purchasing an optional extended 
warranty plan. 

Councilman McMonagle gave a 
report on the repairs made to the 


senior citizens center. In its last 
meeting, the council had voted to 
allocate $1,000 toward this project 
and McMonagle said that the neces- 
Sary repairs were made for just 
under $750. 

He also reported that he had got- 
ten an estimate on replacing all the 
“bad boards” and cleaning and 
painting the exterior of the facility. 
The price quoted was $8,900.00, 

McMonagle told council mem- 
bers that one reason the cost was so 
high was because the building was 
originally painted with an oil base 
paint. He told the council that he 
would like to look into the possibil- 
ity of obtaining a grant based on the 
historical importance of the build- 
ing. The building was once the rail- 
road deport believed to have been 
constructed in the early 1900's. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers 
reported that his department had 
responded to 18 complaints, made 
two arrests, issued 19 traffic cita- 
tions, and investigated two traffic 
accidents with | injury. The fire 
department responded to three fires 
and the rescue squad made 10 runs. 
Chief Driggers told council mem- 
bers that 7 dogs had been picked up 
and taken to the pound in Elba. 

In other matters of business, the 
council, upon the recommendation 
of the mayor, elected to go with the 
insurance firm of Whittaker-Warren 
Agency in Enterprise. Scottsdale, 
through Whittaker-Warren, will be 
the town’s insurance carrier,

business as the I.B. Kleinert Rubber 
Co. in West Virginia. 

In addition to their rubber-mak- 
ing technology, Kleinert’s principal 
products were dress shields, hospi- 
tal sheets, waterproof cloths, gentle- 
men’s hose supporters and ear 
muffs. 

In the early 1900's “antiperspi- 
rant lotions” negatively impacted 
Kleinert’s dress shield market, but 
they continued to prosper, and by 
1923 had factories all over the 
world, It took until 1950, but even- 
tually Kleinert’s included deodorant 
products in their line along with 
apparel and sleepwear. 

In the 1960's controlling interest 
in Kleinert's was with a company 
called United Industrial Co. It was 
then that present-day owner Jack 
Brier bought a major interest in the 
company which was rapidly adding 
on to what was eventually a 
440,000-sq.-ft. plant on Old Curtis 
Road in Elba, today the major man- 
ufacturing facility for Kleinert’s, 
Inc, 

In the 1960's Kleinert's closed 
their foreign interests and re-incor- 
porated in 1970 under the name 
they use today, Kleinert’s, Inc., and 
the company focused on manufac- 
turing women’s personal products, 
swim caps, baby bibs and pants, 
nursery bags and shower curtains, 
Also during this era they developed 
their line of children’s playwear and 
sleepwear, 

In the ‘90's, the Elba plant was 
expanded and a plant acquired in 
the Dominican Republic. 


commented that the selection of a 
new carrier over the present 
provider, which is Southeast 
Insurance in Elba, was a business 
decision and not anything against 
the present agency. 

“It’s just a bid thing. We're trying 
to spend the city’s money wisely,” 
said Harrison. 

Mayor Lee told council members 
that it will amount to a savings of 
just over $1,000.00. 

The mayor also reported on a 
meeting that he had attended on 
Census 2000. He stated that the cen- 
Sus will be most important to every- 
one but especially to smaller towns 
like New Brockton. 

Those attending the meeting were 
told that every person not signed up 
or counted in the census could cost 
a town $2,000 per person per year 
over a period of five years. This 
money would be lost in various fed- 
erally funded projects. 

Mayor Lee encouraged the coun- 
cil to actively support Census 2000. 
The council passed a resolution to 
that effect. 

A decision to move forward with 
the enforcement of the abandoned 
vehicle ordinance was made by the 
council. They agreed that vehicles 
collected would be stored on city 
property at a cost of $5 per day to 
the owner for the first month or a 
maximum of $100 for the period of 
one month. If the vehicle is not 
properly disposed of within that 
period of time, the owner will be 
accessed charges of $5 per day from 
the first day of storage. 

Mayor Lee reported that road 
repairs were waiting on funds from 
FEMA _ (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) and these 
were expected in the very near 
future. He also told the council that 
the restoration project on the old Jr, 
Food Store was continuing by the 
local Boy Scout troop, 

Other actions taken by the council 
consisted of the following:

Two wrecks kill three area residents

Three area residents lost their 
lives Monday in two unrelated auto- 
mobile crashes. 

The first two fatalities occurred 
approximately twelve miles north of 
Elba on AL. Hwy.189. 

At approximately 8:30 a.m, 
Monday morning the Elba Police 
Department received a report that a 
vehicle had left the road and 
crashed about eight miles north of 
Elba; however, it later turned out to 
be more like twelve miles out of 
Elba and about two and one half 
miles inside Crenshaw County. 

Coffee County EMS was dis- 
patched to the scene as was rescue 
and fire units from Brantley, AL. 

Emergency personnel arrived on 
the scene and found that a single 
vehicle, a 1996 Ford Explorer, had 
left the road and all three of the 
occupants had been ejected from the 
vehicle. The vehicle was north- 
bound on AL Hwy. 189. 

It appeared that the driver of the 
vehicle, Judi Marie Smith, age 52, 
of Brantley, had lost control of the 
vehicle running off the right side of 
the road and then over-corrected 
swerving back across to the left side 
of the road. The vehicle then 
swerved back across to the right 
side of the roadway careening down 
a steep hillside. The vehicle 
appeared to have rolled over several

Smith Sessions, 28, a passenger in 
the vehicle were both pronounced 
dead at the scene by Crenshaw 
County Coroner Bobby Turner. 

Their bodies were released to the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences for autopsies to determine 
the cause of death. 

A third passenger, Betty Pruitt 
(age unknown), was treated at the 
scene and taken to Baptist Medical 
Center in Luverne by a unit of the 
Brantley Rescue Squad. Her injuries 
were thought to be serious and her 
condition was not known at press 
time, 

All three of the ladies were from 
Brantley and they were believed to 
be going home from their place of 
employment, a poultry processing 
plant located in Coffee County. 

Investigating the automobile 
crash were the Alabama State 
Troopers assisted by the Brantley 
Police Department. 

In an unrelated vehicle crash, an 
Enterprise, AL man, Brian Paul 
Robison, 37, was killed when his 
vehicle, a 1983 Ford Ranger pickup 
collided head-on with a 1997 
Cadillac being driven by Kevin 
Donald Reardon, 54, also of 
Enterprise. 

The crash occurred at approxi- 
mately 4:30 p.m. 12.5 miles south 
of Troy, AL on AL Hwy. 167 near 
the Springhill Community, 

Robison was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Pike County Coroner 
Jerry Williams, An autopsy will be 
performed by the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Science to 
determine the cause of death. 


A third man, Hyonk Lester (age 
unknown), a passenger in the 
Reardon vehicle, was taken to Edge 
Regional Medical Center in Troy. 
His condition was not known at

Lt. Dunaway Addresses FHA

Lt. Cindy Dunaway from the 
Enterprise Police Department spoke 
to the members of the Zion Chapel 
Chapter of Future Homemakers of 
America (FHA) about crime and its 
effect on young people. 

Lt. Dunaway, who is also a Dare 
officer, began by relating some 
crime statistics. She said that every 
24 minutes someone is murdered 
and every 5 minutes a woman is 
raped or sexually assaulted. She 
then spoke about date rape and how 
to prevent being a victim of date 
rape. She also talked about what you 
should do if you are a victim of date 
rape. She said that you need to go to 
the police immediately or as soon as 
you are able, She also said not to 
worry, that they would get a woman 
to interview you and talk to you. 
They also offer counseling. 

She stressed that it is very impor- 
tant to get looked at immediately or 
report it to the police. In terms of 
evidence this is very important. 
Many times the first thing a person 
may want to do is take a shower. It’s 
best for a person to go as they are. 
When a person takes a shower all the 
evidence is washed down the drain. 
Don’t wait a few days. Law 
enforcement officers need to get as 
much evidence as possible to con- 
vict or find the person guilty of the 
assault. 

Lt. Dunaway spoke of the differ- 
ent drugs that are used in association 
with rape. She explained ways to 
prevent someone from giveng anoth-; 
er person these type of drugs with- 
out the person knoyging it. She said 
that it was a good féea for a person 
going to a party to stop by a conve- 
nience store and buy a drink with a 
plastic screw-on Cap. The person 
should carry this drink at all times 
and not set it down so that it can be

tampered with. A person should not 
accept drinks from anyone, even 
those you know. Anything could be 
in the drink. In most cases an 
assailant is known and trusted by the 
victim. So-called date rape drugs 
are odorless and tasteless and a per- 
son cannot know that they have been 
taken until it is too late. 

There are a few things to remem- 
ber to reduce dating risks. Before 
you go, know who your date is and 
meet where others will be present. 
Don’t go on a blind date alone. Set 
limits - be clear about your sexual 
limitations beforehand. Don’t be 
pressured into drinking. Fifty per- 
cent of women who are victims and 
75 percent of their attackers had 
been drinking. 

Avoid too much unplanned time 
and avoid too much time alone. 
Girls should set their limits and 
communicate them. Learn to say no 
and mean it. Avoid excessive 
amounts of one-on-one time, Be 
aware of unintentional messages. A 
person, in particular girls, should 
dress and act in harmony with their 
decision about sex. Say no to alco- 
hol and drugs. Trust your instincts 
and use your common sense. 

Young men should realize that it is 
never okay to force a girl to have 
sex. Stop what you are doing when 
she says no. Avoid the stereotype of 
the dominant, aggressive male. 
Keep your eyes from wandering. 
What you spend your time looking 
at can greatly affect your behavior.

Tiny Tots Exposed To Violence

Children watch up to 3 to 4 hours 
of television a day- roughly 25 
hours a week. They will have been 
exposed to 8,000 murders and 
100,000 other acts of violence by 
the age of twelve. In 73% of the 
shows they watch the perpetrators 
go unpunished, and in only 4% is an 
anti-violent theme emphasized. 
With these things in mind, the ques- 
tion arises: are kids influenced by 
what they watch on TV? And if so, 
how is it evident and what can be 
done about it? 

Although it is still a controversial 
issue, recent studies are suggesting 
that television does in fact play an 
influencing role in a child’s life. 
Hundreds of studies have found that 
TV violence may cause a child to 
become “immune” to the horror of 
violence, accept violence as a way 
to solve problems, imitate the vio-

lent acts they behold on TV, and 
identify with certain characters, ¥ ic- 
tims or victimizers It has been 
observed that extensive viewing of 
TV violence by kids may increase 
their aggressiveness, even when not 
present in the child’s immediate 
atmosphere. 

On a different note, these shows 
sometimes cause their young audi- 
ence to become fearful of becoming 
a victim. Whatever the case may 
be, television cannot be blamed for 
children’s problems, but it is a con- 
tributing factor. 

Much dispute has arisen over the 
idea that what children see does not 
affect how they behave. Dr, James 
Dobson strongly disapproves of this 
suggestion, and argues his point 
with a reference to the movie “ET.” 
This movie portrays an alien with a 
love for Reese’s Pieces candy. 
Upon the showing of this movie, 
sales of the chocolate candies 
soared. This clearly defends the 
idea that children are vulnerable to 
what they witness. Why else would 
the entertainment industry spend 
billions of dollars on advertise- 
ments, many of which appeal to the 
younger crowd, if they were inef- 
fective? 

Another argument suggests that 
violence in entertainment prepares 
kids for real life. The studies 
against this are not meant to imply 
that kids should be completely cut 
off from what is going on in the 
world, but rather that they should 
remain ignorant of certain issues 
until they are mature enough to han- 
dle them both physically and emo- 
tionally. These young people are 
simply incapable of understanding 
the consequences involved behind 
the acts of violence they encounter 
on TV. 

Several measures are being taken 
today for parents concerned about 
this issue, such as the V-chip, a 
device that can block the transmis- 
sion of violent programs into 
homes, and the new television rat- 
ing system, categories that label 
programs from TV-G (acceptable 
for all ages) to TV-MA ( mature 
audiences only). However, kids 
should be monitored on the amount 
of TV they watch and the programs 
they are watching. Better yet, chil- 
dren need to spend more time 
actively using their energy and 
developing their imaginations - a 
couple of things that hours in front 
of the glass screen does not provide.

The Elba Tigers took out a sea- 
son’s worth of frustration on the 
Slocomb Red Tops Friday night as 
they pulled ahead early and pulled 
away late to smash the Red Tops 37- 
13, in Slocomb.

Million dollar claims filed against city

The Elba City Council meeting 
went smoothly Monday evening, 
with business be routine, that is 
until City Attorney Jeff Kelley got 
the floor. 


« Kelley*told council members of 


two flood related claims which have 
been filled against the City of Elba, 
each for one million dollars. The 
claims are the results of the two 
drownings which happened on the 
morning of March 8th. 

Tanya Tyson filed a claim in the 
death of her 4-year-old child, 
Marquindale Thigpen. Lillian 
Horstead filled a claim in the death 
of her 17-year-old son, Edward 
Horstead. 

Horstead was in a car being dri- 
ven by her daughter, Tanya Tyson 
early Sunday morning on Martin 
Luther King Jr. Drive, when they 
drove over the levee and were sud- 
denly in deep, swift water which 
swept the car off the road. At the 
time Tyson said they were en route 
to check on a cousin. 

Bystanders pulled Horstead, 
Tyson and one of the children from 
the submerged car, but were unable 
to save the other two victims. 

Each claim indicates the deaths 
were “due to the Negligence of the 
City of Elba.” It reads in part, “The 
City knew, or should have known, 
that floodwaters were rushing over 
that street and it failed to warn the

motoring public with barricades or 
other means.’ As a result, the car my 
child was in on March 8, 1998 was 
swept away when it was driven into 
these waters which could not be 
seen and avoided.” 

The same claim for “$1,000,000 
as the loss I have suffered because 
of my child’s death” was the final 


statement on each of the notice of 


claims. 

Kelley recommended that the 
council deny both claims on two 
grounds. The first was that the City 
of Elba had no way of knowing the 
sudden rise in water was coming. 
The second reason was in the attor- 
ney’s opinion the claim was filed 
past the six month time period for 
filing such claims. The flood was on 
March 8th and a copy of the claim 
was stamped as being received on 
September 10th. 

The council voted, without com- 
ment, to deny the claims. If the 
claimants choose to pursue the mat- 
ter, their next step will be to file a 
lawsuit against the City of Elba. 

The council members were split 
in their opinion on giving city 
employees the Friday after 
Thanksgiving as an added holiday. 
Both council members John W. 
Sharpless and Ben Carpenter voted 
against the recommendation of 
Mayor James Grimes. Council 
members Harold Banning and 
Ronny Hammond voted for the hol- 
iday.
